Director of Mints, Burchard, has 
prepared a statement showing the 
amount of silver coinage into sil- 


447,480 ounces, of which 119,206,224 
ounces has been used in the coinage 
of silver dollars and some subsidary 
silver coin.

paid for shipping silver dollars;

$71,429 for wastages and 848 for loss 
on recoinage, leaving a balance in 
coinage mints, July 31, 1883, of 
-; $1,278,599, all of which since that 
~date has been delivered into the 
Treasury.
